I have just read a little story of a 
boy who was kicking a stone along a 
road one day and he noticed that it 
glittered. He picked it up and put it in 
his pocket. The stone proved to be a 
large diamond and the finding of it led 
to the discovery of the South African 
diamond mines. 

Up until Jesus made His appearance 
in the world, the soul of man had not 
been given much serious consideration. 
He lifted it out of the pit of despair 
and made it possible for man to rise 
higher than angels. 

In their love and sympathy for Him, 
His disciples on one occasion, brought 
Him bread to eat, and He replied, “I 
have meat to eat that ye know not of.” 
This was truly exemplified in the case 
of a sinful woman to whom He had just 
revealed the plan of salvation. At an- 
other time He took off in a little ship 
and risked His life in a raging storm 
that He might be a blessing to a poor, 
unfortunate maniac. 

The greatest fool He ever met was 
a successful business man who forgot 
his soul. One of His most challenging 
questions was expressed in these preg- 
nant words, “What shall it profit a 
man if he should gain the whole world 
and lose his own soul?” 

No other one but Jesus could see the 
soul of man from the vantage ground 
of eternity. Not only could He see the 
depth to which a soul could sink but 
He was able to see the heights to which 


it could climb. 

The high estimate of the value of one 
soul was the mainspring of His work as 
a soul-winner. He has been pictured as a 
man seeking goodly pearls and _ the 
earnestness of His search gains incen- 
tive from the value He placed on them. 

Sometimes in our feeble efforts at 
soul-saving, the thought comes to us 
that we are “casting pearls before 
swine.” It often is the case that our 
most sincere efforts seem to be wasted. 
Indifference, ridicule, contempt and op- 
position are so common and persistent, 
we almost feel like giving up in de- 
spair. 

Jesus, at all times, was being urged 
to the work by the power of a divine 
impulse. A sterner motive than mere 
love for humanity is demanded for this 
work. Zeal for soul-winning is railied by 
a sense of divine vocation and this Je- 
sus felt surging in His breast from the 
time, at twelve years of age, He said to 
His parents: ““Wist ye not that I must 
be about my Father’s business?” 

It was only under the influence of a 
divine call that Moses was able to fully 
realize his responsibility. 

Isaiah and Jeremiah both went forth 
at the instance of divine vision. 

The great Apostle to the Gentiles re- 
ceived his commission from God, and 
Jesus went forth under the power of 
this irresistible urge, “I must work the 
works of him who sent me.” 


This sense of commission from His 


Father strengthened Him in the face of 
persistent and cruel opposition, rescued 
Him from the hour of deep despair and 
urged Him onward to the sad and ter- 
rible end. 

All great soul-winners have gone 
forth under the impulse of the same 
compelling commission from above, and 
this is an essential; none who attempt 
this great work can succeed without it. 

Our Savior knew and has made it 
plain to us that soul-winning is a dif- 
ficult task, demanding the sacrifice of 
all we are and all we have. When Je- 
sus would come into contact with 
needy souls, He always recharged His 
own soul with divine power and strength 
in all-night prayer that He might res- 
cue others from the pitfalls of sin and 
despair. This great work of soul-win- 
ning requires qualities of delicacy, skill 
and tact above the ordinary. It demands 
a mind, alert; a heart, loving and a 
will, persevering. 

Jesus brought every necessary quality 
to the work and evaded nothing. He 
used acts of kindness and mercy to open 
the way to soul-saving. He warned and 
wooed; He thundered and whispered ac- 
cording to need and circumstance. 

His discourses were unusually attrac- 
tive. He often resorted to the charm 
of illustration. The ordinary manner of 
presenting the truth is ofttimes blunt 
and unattractive. It would be better to 
mix a little of the sugar of imagery and 
symbolism with it. 

We are often made to wonder why 
ministers do not present their messages 
in a more beautiful and winsome form. 
It would be far better for us to get

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What Is Wrong With the Church? 


Why Do We Not Have Good Services Like We Used To?

These two great questions were asked 
me by one of my Christian friends. I 
realize I am many times too insignifi- 
cant to answer these questions, unless 
God would help me. I wil! not attempt 
to say anything until I have first asked 
God to let me write something good for 
His honor and glory. 

I would say first, of course, that the 
devil is to blame for all things that are 
not glory to God. Nothing is wrong with 
the great Church of God, but we will 
admit that the devil has slipped in in 
some places and caused a lot of trouble. 
No church can prosper where the devil 
is causing friction and divisions. 

I will ask you how the devil causes 
division? First, he will catch some 
good, honest-hearted Christian, who is 
much too busy to pray as much as he 
should, and show this person faults 
about one of his brethren or sisters and 
instead of doing as God has commanded 
us to do, they will tell another about 
their brother’s or sister’s faults, who is 
more than likely to be further behind 
in prayer than the first one. If the 
devil can get us to believe some kind 
of lie that gets started, it is just as good 
as he wants to mix with a weak Chris- 
tian’s fault-finding disease. Combine 
these two together and you have some- 
thing to combat. The man or woman 
who catches this fault-finding disease 
will let it worry them much more than 
something they themselves are doing 
just as bad or even worse. The fault- 
finder will keep on saying something 
ought to be done about this or that, this 
or that is causing much reproach upon 
the Church, when they really should 
be praying about it. 

These things kept going will cause 
chimney corner conferences to be held 
and members of the church will become 
impatient and disgusted with almost 
every one they meet, and talk sarcasti- 
cally, especially to the one called in 
question. Such an attitude toward a 
Christian who possibly has made a mis- 
step will never encourage him but will 
cause him to become down-hearted and 
in turn stop going to services and just 
leave off prayer because they think no 
one has any confidence in them any 
more. I tell you that the soul that is 
saved and might go down because of 
the lack of encouraging words, is worth 
just as much as the one you run a risk 
of winning for God. Why drive him 
away in any such manner? Some one or 
ones are going to give an account for 
these things. 


When a child of God gives up prayer 


he or she becomes subject to the sug- 
gestions of the devil. About the first 
thing the devil will suggest will be to 
do things for spite to the church. Oh, 
God forbid that one should ever do 
such a thing, for it would mean to 
downright backslide. There is some- 
thing about such deplorable conditions 
in a church that causes hatred to spring 
up and steal the salvation of souls be- 
fore they know it. Where conditions like 
these exist the church has lost its pow- 
er. 

There are many other things that 
cause the church to lose its power, such 
as pride, exaltation, and jealousy. These 
things are all the devil’s and they are 
the worst tools with which he works, as 
far as I know. Of course, I don’t know 
very much but I do know that when 
the church loses its power we absolutely 
can not have good services. 

What shall we do to overcome divi- 
sion, hatred, exaltation, jealousy, and 
pride, I humbly ask you? The thing 
that seems to bear heaviest on my heart 
would be for the pastor of a church 
in such an awful condition, to call a 
fast for the whole church and pray the 
devil clear out of the way. The next 
thing, those who have done things to 
offend, go and ask the offended ones to 
forgive you, ask God to forgive you, 
and surely this will help. Let’s forgive 
one another and drive out of the way 
all stubbornness, be patient, humble, and 
show that we really have the love of 
God in our hearts one toward another. 
When we humble ourselves before God 
in faithful prayer God will hear us and 
will bind all the demon spirits of divis- 
ion and His children can love one an- 
other as they have done before. 

With the old demon spirits of division 
out of the way and forgotten, and our 
hearts filled with the love of God, we 
will become burdened for lost souls. 
Thank God, now we are on the right 
road again. Let’s pray much that God 
will send a Spirit-filled evangelist into 
our community, and let God give us a 
real revival for the salvation of lost 
souls which are so precious in the sight 
of God. When the people of the world 
see that we mean business for God and 
eternity, they will give God a chance 
at their lives and their souls will be de- 
livered from sin.

EXAMINATIONS

“O foolish Galatians, who hath be- 
witched you, that ye should not obey 
the truth....?” “EXAMINE YOUR-

Examination time. What memories 
the words recall! School days when the 
teachers checked up on us to see what 
we had learned. Business days when of- 
ficials and accountants happened in to 
see how the business was going. And 
Church days, with Paul admonishing us 
to “examine ourselves!”

However, God says: “Cry aloud, spare 
not, lift up thy voice like a trumpet 
and shew my people their transgression,

Life is the space of time between birth 
and death. This is called temporal life.

This life is short and for the human 
family there should be preparation made 
for eternal life, which will be the more 
important life. 


The Source of Life

cause he is the Son of man,” John 5:26,

As God is the source of all life, He 
has given unto His Son the power to 
give eternal life to as many as will be- 
lieve on Him.

The fountain of life is with the Fa- 
ther, and it is in this that we see light 
and life. 


Life Manifested 

“(For the life was manifested, and 
we have seen it, and bear witness, and 
shew unto you that eternal life, which 
was with the Father, and was manifested 
unto us),” 1 John 1:2. 

Since Jesus came into the world He 
is the source or fountain through which 





we obtain eternal life. He sits as an in- 
tercessor between God and man _ and 
brings to us the joys of eternal life. God 
has promised to give us life through Je- 
sus Christ. “In him was life; and the 
life was the light of men,” John 1:4. 
It is through Jesus that we can have 
real life. All men are in darkness until 
they find the Christ. Without Him there 
is no light that is real in that it would 
bring happiness. 


The Life Laid Down 

"As the Father knoweth me, even so 
know I the Father: and I lay down my 
life for the shecp,”’ John 10:15. 

Jesus came as a good shepherd. A 
good shepherd will lay down his life for 
the sheep. Animals come to destroy the 
sheep and the good shepherd will rise up 
and place his life between the enemy 
and the flock.

“Verily, verily, ] say unto you, Ex- 
cept a corn of wheat fall into the ground 
and dic, it abideth alone: but if it die, 
it bringeth forth much fruit,” John 12: 
24. 

There must be a dying out to self be- 
fore we can become alive in Jesus Christ. 
Jesus came to His own and His own re- 
ceived Him not. He came to be king to 
the Jews and they rejected Him. They 
were first offered salvation through Je- 
sus Christ. Many believe that the Gen- 
tiles are the corn of wheat spoken here, 
that must fall into the ground and die. 
The entire plan of salvation is to cru- 
cify those powers that are at enmity 
against God. In order to have these 
blessings there must be a death, first, 
dying out to self and being made fully 
alive through Jesus Christ. This will 
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enable us to have a part in the first re- 
surrection. Many people love the world 
and the things of the world and fail to 
die out to them, therefore, they will 
miss this glorious life that comes to all 
those who love God and obey Him. 


Life Possessed 

“He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that believeth 
not the Son shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him,” John 3: 
36. 

There is a vast difference in believing 
on Jesus from the heart and mere me- 
chanical confessing. When we believe 
on Him as the Scripture tells us, then 
there will be some repentance. When we 
repent He is faithful and just to for- 
give us. This is what we call the new 
birth. It makes us a new creature in 
Christ Jesus. This belief wrought in our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost will give us 
everlasting life if we go on and seek 
Him in His fullness. In confessing our 
sins we will be forgiven then if we fol- 
low on to know Him He will cleanse 
us from all sin, which will be none 
other than sanctification, and_ after 
sanctification we may be filled with the 
Holy Ghost which is promised to all 
believers. 


“He that hath the Son hath life; and 


he that hath not the Son of God hath 
not life. These things have 1 written

The life spoken of in this verse re- 
fers to eternal life. When we accept Je- 
sus and become a new creature in Him, 
then we have the hope of eternal life.

To those who accept Christ there are 
always burdens to bear and as we bear 
these burdens with patience and love, 
it is a sign that we are manifesting the 
death and life of Jesus Christ. That is, 
His life will be manifested in us. Joseph 
was a real type of Jesus in every par- 
ticular. When he died he gave com- 
mandment that his people take his bones 
out of Egypt with them. All along 
through their wilderness journey this 
box of bones was carried by those who

NOTHING BUT LEAVES 


“And when he saw a fig tree in the 
way, he came to it, and found nothing 
thereon but leaves only,” Matt. 21:19. 

Much has been said of this fig tree 
which Jesus cursed. It had enough life 
to make some showing, it had leaves, 
but it had no fruit. Jesus desired fruit. 
This fig tree is a type of a professing 
Christian. 


Kinds of Fruit 

There are two manners of fruit the 
Christian may produce. First, the fruits 
of the Spirit, and then the fruits of 
faithful Christian service. 

1. Paul makes a list of the fruits of 
the Spirit in Gal. 5:22, 23. They are 
love, joy, peace, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, etc. These are possessed by every 
true Christian. A Christian is a person 
who has been changed by the operation 
of the Spirit of God. It is the work of 
the Spirit to produce these fruits in the 
Christian’s heart. 

There are many things in the lives of 
men and women that look religious, and 
yet are not the works or fruits of the 
Spirit at all. Some attend church, pray, 
sing, or even join church for reasons 
that are purely selfish, therefore sinful. 
Search your Bible and see if Jesus didn’t 
find some of that character when on 
earth. Here are some who gave a “lip” 
and “mouth” service while their hearts 
were far from Jesus, Matt. 15:8, and 
some for a show made “long prayers;” 
Luke 20:47. Others paid tithes and ob- 
served many other things, but left the 
most important things undone, Luke 
11:42.

All true Christians are to be soul 
winners. Jesus said, “Follow me and I 
will make you fishers of men.” Every 
Christian is a soldier to fight, a work- 
man, to labor; a fisher to “catch men.” 
How many in the churches today who 
do nothing; they count for nothing, they 
are only “bench warmers.” 


They Have Only Leaves 


If a Christian has no special burden 
for lost loved ones, and the unsaved 
about him, certainly “nothing but 
leaves” applies to him. If he does not 
put his shoulder to the wheel and really 
help when souls are at stake, and the 
cause of the Lord hanging in the bal- 
ances, he may be counted an “unpro- 
fitable servant,” he has “leaves only.” 

As the missionaries are literally tak- 
ing their lives into their own hands 
that they may go and help to save men 
who are on the brink of a dark eternity, 
many are praying, sacrificing, giving 
and standing by with all their ability. 
But those who feel no concern, do noth- 
ing for their lost brothers and sisters in 
the dark lands, hence do nothing about 
it, merely look on; shall they not come 
up in that great day with “only leaves”?

A Visit to Castries, St. Lucia, 
B. W. I. 


On Friday night, Aug. 18, I sailed on ° 


the Lady Drake for St. Lucia and ar- 
rived in Castries, the capital, on Satur- 
day morning. I was met by Sister Edna 
Taylor. Thus I fulfilled a promise made 
to Sister Scatliffe by Brother Ingram, 
Brother Marshall, and me, that some- 
one should come and take over the work 
in St. Lucia. 

Sister Taylor conducted me _ to the 
customs and after a lengthy considera- 
tion in regard to board and lodging, it 
was decided that I should lodge at the 
Home Hope where I remained for fif- 
teen nights, while the missionary de- 
cided to board me. 

On Sunday, Aug. 21, at 11 a. m., 
I met with the twelve saints in the lit- 
tle mission hall at 25 Grass Street, and 
addressed them on the subject of “The 
Benefits of Striving Together.”

verted and receive the Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost! 

Then along this same line, there is 
another present-day evil to which many 
mothers, (and even some with the Holy 
Ghost) are shutting their eyes. It is no 
uncommon sight in these days to see 
girls appear in public, dressed until a 
person has to look the second time to 
see if he is looking at boys or girls. Re- 
member, it only takes a, woman, plus 
short hair and “slacks” (pants) to make 
an abomination in the sight of God. 
“The woman shall not wear that which 
pertaineth unto a man, neither shall a 
man put on a woman’s garment: for al! 
that do so are ABOMINATION unto 
the Lord” (Deut. 22:5). 

Now to the final question concern- 
ing our loyalty to our Church and to 
our God. Are we true to Him, and to 
the Church, about our finances? Are 
we giving to Him, in the Bible way, and 
the way our church teaches, by tithes 
and offerings, or do we resort to “cheap 
business” methods to help raise our 
funds? For thirteen years after I was 
converted I lived my Christian experi- 
ence outside the Church. Why? Be- 
cause I would not join myself up with 
any body of people that had to go out 
and sell a cheap line of stuff to make 
a “go” of what I considered the holiest 
and richest organization in the world, 
the Church! A little over two years ago 
I joined the Church of God. I found 
it to be one that had for its rules and 
practice the Bible way of getting sup- 
port. People loved to give and tithe be- 
cause it was God’s Word, and the bless- 
ing was theirs for doing it. Now today, 
I see the serpent slowly, but surely, try- 
ing to wend its way into the hearts of 
some of our people, and if we are not 
very careful, we are going to wake up 
some day and find ourselves not among 
the “chosen few,” but among the masses. 
Many times when we go to church on 
prayer-meeting night, expecting to see 
the sisters and brothers in a prayerful 
attitude and meditative mood, we find, 
instead, a bunch of folk exhibiting 
aprons and other cheap household arti- 
cles that they can buy for less than a 
dime, and send folk out (in the name 
of the Church) to sell for a quarter, 
and long endure. The money may come 
in, but spirituality goes out. The result, 
spiritual bankruptcy! Jesus contacted 
this class ence. He made Him a scourge 
of small whip cords and drove them all 
out of the temple. He said: “It is writ- 
ten, my house shall be called the house 
of prayer, but ye have made it a den 
of thieves.” “Take these things hence: 
make not my Father’s house an house 
of merchandise.” 
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Shakespeare says: “This above all: to 
thine own self be true, and it must fol- 
low, as the night the day, thou canst 
not then be false to any man.”

away from being so dull, blunt and ag- 
gressive in our manner. 

Our Lord was very rigid with the 
religious hypocrites but always tender 
and simple to the common people. 

if we would be successful as soul- 
winners, we must, of necessity, know 
the value of personal contact. The third 
and fourth chapters of John’s Gospel 
are good models of soul-winning con- 
versations. In tenderness we will be able 
to pierce the conscience of those who 
stand in need of the saving grace of 
the Son of God. Jesus spake and lived 
so that people came to Him rather than 
He going to them. If we will speak and 
act in such a manner that people can 
realize that Jesus knows and understands 
and cares for them, it will be far easier 
for us to win them to the Lord. We 
should strive earnestly to help people to 
learn that Jesus is the great magnet, 
then the lost will seek Him and_ be 
found of Him. Those in need will be 
constrained to cry out to Him, He is 
ever ready to hear their cries and save 
them from all their distresses. 

To be real soul-winners we must, at 
all times, emulate the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Our lives and ministry must be such 
that people will be drawn to us when in 
trouble and their souls are distressed. 

The concern, tenderness and _ love 
Jesus had for the sin-burdened masses was 
plainly evident in His bearing among 
them, and attitude toward them. In 
His time on earth, everybody knew that 
the Pharisees were a very religious sect 
and were noted for their long prayers 
on the street corners, but no one went 
to them when they were in_ trouble. 
With Jesus it was different. “He could 
not be hid.” The people came to Him 
in multitudes for bodily healing and for 
calm for their troubled souls. 

The fifteenth chapter of Luke’s Gos- 
pel contains the most beautiful example 
of Jesus’ work of soul-winning. The 
highest symbol in this great work is 
love, the love which gives itself for an- 
other. There may be reproach, scorn, and 
sacrifice but there is nothing to be com- 
pared with the joy one receives while: 

Soul-winning sets heaven ringing 

And puts a host of angels singing. 

It fills the heart of our great Creator 
with delight and spreads joy and glad- 
ness among men. But it demands self- 
sacrificing love; it demands the shep- 
herd’s love that risks life and limb to 
save one wandering sheep; the woman’s 
love that goes down on its knees and 
grovels in the dirt of human sin and de- 
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gradation in order to find the lost treas- 
ure; the father’s love willing to forgive 
and forget the erring prodigal’s ingrati- 
tude and rebellion. 

Great Britain sent an army of ten 
thousand soldiers to a dungeon in the 
fortress of Magdala to rescue one Brit- 
ish subject. They marched seven hun- 
dred miles under burning sun, up 
mountain heights to the dungeon where 


the prisoner was hid. They, tore the 
gates down and the prisoner was re- 
leased. It cost the British government 


more than a million dollars to release one 
poor prisorer. Such was the value placed 
upon the life and liberty of one man. 

God has put a greater price upon the 
soul of one sinner—the priceless blood 
of Jesus. The entire forces of the Eter- 
nal Trinity have been mobilized to res- 
cue man from the dungeon of sin. God 
the Father’s love, God the Son’s sacri- 
fice, and God the Holy Ghost’s power 
is united in this great work. 

God has come down from heaven, in 
the person of His holy Son to rescue the 
souls of men from the grip of the 
great adversary. The gates have been 
stormed, the prison door opened, and 
now it only remains for God’s messen- 
gers to go in and announce the message 
and bring the prisoner out.
